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The Preface to the Reader. 


BY the ſame practice children ſhall icarn in 4 Catechiſm, the 
knowledy of the principles of true Religion, with precepts of vir- 
tus and civil behaviour. 

I have made a part of a brief Chronologie, for prattiing of 
reading hard words, wherein thou ſhalt be much helped for the un- 
der ſt anding of the Bible, and other Hiſtories: and a Grammar. 
Scholar learn to know when his Aw hors, both Greek and Latine 
lived, and when the principal Hiſtories in them were done, 

I have ſet down 4 Table containing and teaching the true wri- 
ting and uuder ſt an ling of any hard Engliſh word, barromod from 
the Greek, Latine, „ French, and how to k now the * the 
ether, with the interpretation thertof, by a plain Engliſh word : 
whereby the chilaren ſhall be prepared for the underſtanding of 
thouſands of Latine words before they enter the Grammar 
School, which alſo will bring much delight and judgment to other 5, 
Therefore, if thou un ler ſtande ſt nit any word in this Bo, mot 
before 'exprmuded; ſeck the Table. If I be generally received, 1 
ſhall catiſe one uniform —_ teaching; 4 thing, which as it 
hath brought much profit unto the Latine tongue, ſo would it do to 
all other languages, if the hike were prattiſed. 

Finally, I bave 4 thee ſuck examples for fair writing, 
whereby in every School all bad hands may bt abundoned ; t hat if 
thou ſhonldeFt buy the hikg of any other (which thou ſhalt ſeldom 
find in England) they alone will coft thee much more money than 
Jab thee for my whole Profeſſion,

necefſity, to affect that pla in rudeneſs, which may fic the capacity of choſe 
perſons with whom | have to deal; the learnzd ſorts are able rounderfland my 
purpoſe, and to teach the Treatiſe without further ditectians . 1 am now therefore 
to dire& my ſpeech unto the un k Ifal, which deſite to make ule of ir for theie 
own private benefit, and to ſuch men and women of trade, as Taylors, Weaxvers, 
Shop-keepers , Sramſters, and ſuch others, as have un ertaken the charge ot, 
teaching others, Give me leave therefore (I be eech thee) to ſp:ak plainly and 
familiarly ro thee; yea, let me- intreat thee to give all dil-gent regard to thole 
things which I ſhall deliver unto thee: I ſeek nthing h/ thee, bur thy own 
pleaſure, ea ſe, and profit, and the good of thy Scholars, It peradventure for 2 or 3 
dayes, at the firſt, ir mry ſeem ſomewhat hard or ſtrange to thee, yet be not 
diſcouraged, neither caſt ir from thee ; for if thou take bur diligent pains in it, but 
-4 dayes, thou ſhalt learnmany very profitable things that thou xc ver kneweſt ; 
yea, thou ſhalt learn more of the Engliſh tongue, then any aan of thy calling 
(not being a Grammarian) in England knoweth ; thou ſhalt teach thy Scholars 
with better commendation and profit, than any other (not following this order) 
teacheth, and thou maiſt fic on thy Shop-boarg,at thy looms, or at thy ncedle, and 
never hinder thy- work to heat thy Scholars, after thou haſt once made this liule 
þ>ok familiat to thee. - The pra & ice and order of fludy, 1 kacw, is a ſtranger to 
thee ; yet muſt thou now be ſure, that thou paſs not over any one word be ote 
thou well underſtand ir. It thou canſt not find out che mea: ing & true uſe of any 
rule or word, and having none preſent to help thee, make a mark theteat with 
thy pen or pin, until thou — wich thy Miniſter, of other learned Scholars, of 


whom thou maiſt enquire ; and do not think it any diſcredit to declare thy want, 


be ing in a matter pertaining to Grammar, or other lch things, as thole of thy 
condition are uſually unacq wainted with: rather aſſure thy ſelf, that all wiſe 
men will commend thee that deſireſt kn: wiedg, which many rc j:ct; tut they 
which refuſe to bz directed, I know are ſuch as delight in thei: ſottiſh igno- 
rance, like Scoggins Prieſt, who bccau'e he had uſed his old Mampf mus (or the ſe 
doZzen years, would not leave it for he other næw S«mpfimus, though it be never 
ſo good, Two things generally you muſt mark for the uſe of this Book. Firſt, tke 
true underflanding ot it in the matter. Secondly, the manner of learning of it, 
if chou be onely a Scholar; then the other of reaching it, if thou be alſo a Tea- 
cher, Aud for the firſt, where 1 profeſs to teach with far mote caſe and pleafute 
to the Learner, and therefore with, greater ſpeed chan others, undetſland the rea- 
fon, Thou haſt but two priacipall things to learn, to ſpell truly any word of one 
ſyllable, and to divide truly any wo:d of many.

And 1 have begun with the er ſieſt, procete it g by degrees unto harder, that 
they firſt lea incd, all other will follow with very liule labour, Theſe ſyllabres 
known, becauſe s1l.words, be they never ſo Ie ng or ha d, be made cf i} em, thou 
haſt ncthipg to learn, but to divide them; for which I have laid down ſo cafe and 
certain Rules (believe me thor have tied) as thou ſhalt r evet erie in ary hard 
word: I doubt not but thine cvn experience ſhall find this to be true, and ſo my 
prom ſe in that point petfo:med io the full. Marvell ncr, why in this firſt Book, 
i have differed in writing many ſyllables from the uſvall mant er; yes, fiom my 
ſe If in the ref ot my Works, às trap! withcur (e) and tan with one (n) and plum, 
not plume, My teaſon is, I have put there no n ore leiters, than are of ablolute 
neceffity, when in the teſt I ha ve followed cuſtom: yea, otten I wiite the word di- 
veiſly (if it be u'ed differently) the beuer to acquaint thee with any kind of 
writing, Touchirg ihe ſpeeches at the end et the 1, 2, 4, 7, 3nd $ Chapters, re- 
gard not the matter (being vain) but my pwpoſe, which is to brirg thee to pre- 
fentuſe of readirg words of ore ſyllable, which thcu haſt leained to ſpell, end 
ſo thou maiſt have rotbing in the ſecond Book to leur, but or ely diviſion of 
words, and other hard Obſervations, The titles of the Chapters, and notes in the 
margin (which Loud have thee always diligently read and maik) will make 
theſe things more plain unto thee, ; 138 

Alſo where 1 undertake to make thee ite the true Ortbeꝑra phy of any 
words truly p oncunced; 1 muſt mean it of thoſe words whoſe writing is deter- 
mined; fer 1here ate many, wherein be be Ergliſn-men in this Land, ate not 
5g:ced ; as ſome writT malicic us, deriving it from malice ; others wiite malilieus, 
as from the Larine-malitioſus, So ſome write Germane f1cm the Latine, ſcme Ger- 
main fri m the French. Neitter do Ideal with proper names, or ſtrange werds of 
Art in ſeverall ſciences, nor the unknewn terms of peculiar counties (i they differ 
from ordinary 1ules) unleſs ſometim es on ſeme ſpeciall occafion, I ke ete this, 
thou thirſteſt that art a Teacher, to hear how theu maiſtwith more caſe and prefie 
reach a hundred Scholars, than before ſorty: follow my advice, and I warrant thee 
ſucceſs. Let every one cf thy Scholars (for the beſt thou haſt ſhall learn that here, 
which he neyer knew, neither nt edeth he any other for Er ghſh) provide and uſe 
theſe books, than divide thy Scholars in 2, 3, or 4 ſorts, as thy number is (for more 
thou needeſt not, ahhevgh thou baſt an hundred Schotars) and place fo many of 
them as are neareſt of like forwarerefs, in one li flon or four m, as in Grammar 
ſchoels, and ſe gothrevgh the whole nun ber, not making above 4 companies at 
the me ſt: ſo that thou ſhalt have but ſome Ie Aures to hear, if thou baſt an hin- 
dred Scholars; whereas keforerheu badſt foriy It ctures, though bur ſorty Scho- 
lars. Then when thou vculdeſi hear any cum, call them forth all, be they ten; 
rwerty, or moe te gether, hear two or ihiee that theu mcſt ſuſpt & e ſt tobe moſt 
negligent, or of dulleſtconceirg and let all theviber attend, or let one read on 
line, ſenter ce er part, anoiber the next, ard ſo throvgh, ſo ibat all do ſome what, 
and none kt o when oi what ſha Il be er quired of bim; enconrggetbemoſt dilis 
gent and ter dete ſt ratuie, And thus Conbr not, kui the u ſhalt do mone good un- 
to twenty in ore he ur, than befcre vnto four in ſe vers lle ſſe n.

time, ſeeing thereby he repeateth that which he hath lately learned, Now tou- 
ching the framing, and ſweer * the voice, I have g ven thee this help: 1 
have added for proſe all ſorts of ſtile, both and other; and for Verſe, 
Pſalms, and other verſes of all the ſeve: all ſo:rsulual, which bzing well taught, 
will fra ne chte to the naturall reading of any Engliſh, But here I mat make car- 
neſt requeſt to all carefull Miniſters, ihit as they ten let the goo] education of 
the youth in their Pa: iſhts, they would ſometimes repair unto the Schools of ſuch 
Teachers as are dot Grammariins, to hear their children pronounce, and fo help 
ſuch with their diſcretion, that defire to uſe this book in cheir Schools; for it is 
lamentable to ſec into what ignorant handling filly little children chance, which 
- ſhould firſt be moſt skilfully grounded; which is the one ly cauſe of ſuch wotull 
ignorance in ſo manly men and women that cannot now wri:e (withour great er- 
rour)one ſentence of true Engliſh : therefore let Pa ents now be caxefull to whom 
they commit their children. a 
But to return to my teaching Tradeſ-· man; if thou defireff to be info med how 
to teach this Treatiſe, mark Aigeacly the directions given in all places of the 
Book, and as thy Scholar is in ſaying his leſſon, matk what words be miſſath, and 
them note with thy pen or pin, and let him repeat them at the next lecture, and 
ſo until he be perfect, not regarding thoſe where he is skilful. And let his fellows 
alſo remember them, to appoſe him in their propoficions, But me thought 1 
heard thee ſay, that my reaſons have perſwaded thee w be willing to teach this, 
bur thou canſt not move all their Parents to be willing to beſtow ſo much money 
in a bock at the firſt, Tell them from me, that they need buy no mare, and then 
they ſhall ſave much by the batgain; but they will reply, that this little young 
childe will have torn ir before it be half learned. Then anſwer them, that a te-

Ihope if it be a reaſonable man, that this eatrante in them prefixeth rhe manner 
bo to underſtand the uſe of them, whereuuro I refer thee, having been alteady 
over ted10us, 
For the particular ordinaty ſounding of the letters, I wholly-om, leaving it to 
the ordering of the Teacher, eſpecially it beivg ſufficiently — learned hand led 
by another.

thing thou ſeekeſt was from the time mentioned in the Title of 
that Chapter. Further, I have ſerit down (as thou ſeeſt) in a di- 
verſe Letter, according to the diverſiry of the matter. If thou 
ſeekeſt for any thing proper to the Bible or Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, 
ſeek in the Roman or Italica Letter, which thou uſeſt to call the 
Latine Letter, and paſs over thoſe in the Exgliſs Letter, for they 
concern not thy purpoſe. Again, If thou be a Grammer Scholar, or 
other, that would'ſt find ſomething only concerning any profane 
Author, ſeek only in the Exgliſt Letter, paſſing over the other. 
And becauſe deſire brevity, I have omitted the Kings of 7/-ae/, 
e/£gypt, AſHria, and the Prophets which wrote not, whoſe times 
thou mayꝰ it eaſily find, by conference with the Judges and the 
Kings of Pudab. And note, that ſ y) alone ſtanding by any num- 
ber, ſignifieth (year.) Finally, my firſt purpoſe in making it, was 
for thy ſake that learneſt — Therefore read them ſo often

1 thou haſt not been acquainted with ſuch a table as this follow- 
ing, and deſireſt to make uſe of it, thou muſt get the Alphabet, 
viz, the order of the Letters as they ſtand, without book, perfectly, 
to know where every letter ſtands, as (h) neer the beginning, () 
about the midſt, and () towards the end. Therefore if the 
word thou wouldſt find begins with (4), look in the beginning of 
the Table, if with (t) look towards the end. Again, if the word 
begin with (64) look in the beginning of the letter (6), but if with 
(bz) ſee toward the end of that letter; and it thou obſerveſt the 
fame for the third and fourth letters, thou ſnalt find thy word pre- 
ſently. Secondly, thou muſt know the cauſe of the difference of the 
letters; all written with the Roman, as in ( abba) are words taken 
from the Latine, or other: learned language. Thoſe with the 1:a-- 
lick letters, as ( abandon ) are French words made Engliſh : thoſe - 
with the Engliſh letter are meerly Engliſh, or from ſome other 
vulgar Tongue.
